Made up from odd motifs and strips of mesh 


T looks charming on various sorte of |

other purpose. The two ends should be | 
at least a half yard and if the) 
mesh is of a Brussels character, should | 
be fulby 10 inches wide at the top where | 
they are knife-plaited under embroid- 
ered cabochons set three inehes apart 
on a crush girdle of silk or velvet. When | 
narrow jace ruffling is used for the sash | 
ends each one should be cOmposed of 
two strips joined by an insertion of 
matching mesh, shaped into a sharp 
point at the lower end so that the ruf- 
fling when fulled about it may form a) 
distinct V. The allover fine meshes need 
not be treated in this way at the lower 
end of the sashes because the scalloped 
edging finish which must be hand-worked 
upon them at both sides may be con- 
tinued straight across or else follow the 
outline of a single deep curve. If the) 
mesh is not well covered with a pattern 
it is a good plan to elaborate each sash 
end with extra medallions, motifs and 
inserted squares with lace guimpe, as 
these will give weight to the filmy ac- 
cessory and prevent it from becoming 
stringy.

NEW YORK—West coast lumber has 
advanced $5 over the price 10 months 
ago.

The \Atlantic 
seaboard uses practically no western 
lumber. It still depends on southern 
woods. Freight rates have much to do 
with the situation. The Panama canal 
may make possible the arrival of west- 
ern lumber at cheap rates. 

In the Northwest also the demand for 
lumber is increasing tremendously. This 
will have a beneficial influence on earn- 
ings of northwestern railroads.

RAISING OF GREAT ASSUAN DAM 
AFFECTS TEMPLES OF PHILAE 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—Writing on the subject of 
the raising of the great dam at Assuan 
and its effect on the temples of Philae, 
special correspondent of the Times 
states that the final work is now com- 
pleted and that the water is to be raised 
to its full height in the reservoir south 
or the first cataract of the Nile during 
the coming autumn, : 


So far, he explains, the floor of the 
hall of columns in the temple of Isis has 
been the highest point touched by the 
water, but the reservoir level is to be 
raised an additional] 18 feet. A certaia 
amount of cracking and scaling has al- 
ready taken place at the high water level 
and for a foot or so above ‘the leve!, with 
the result that after nine years the 
effect is quite noticeable, so much 80 
that the sculptures upon the stones have 
considerably deteriorated and in some 
cases are practically indistinguisnable.

Again, the stagnant water of the reser- 
voir, especially in those parts of tae tem- 
ples where the sun penetrates, encour- 
ages the growth of various forins’ of 
water weeds which adhere to the stone- 
work. As a result of this when tie

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THE last New York Legislature passed a net sg 
weight container bill, and now the board of 
regulations and tolerances- of the state fis State 
strifing to put the act into operation. As 
elsewhere, this effort to prescribe the weight 
or measure of merchandise sold in package 
form is the outcome of the general move- 
ment to protect’ the consumer in all his 
rights. The intent of the law is that the 
purchaser shall obtain what he pays for. To 
this end, the manufacturers and packers of articles contained in 
packages are now, as a rule, compelled in New York and other states, 
to give truthful printed information on each packet with regard to 
the nature and quantity of the contents. Considerable adjustment, 
however, is necessary, in order to meet the differing requirements of 
the trades. The board referred to has adopted a general regufation 
to the effect that where commodities are sold in standard sizes— 
half pound, one pound, two pounds, or in gallons, quarts, pints, or 
such amounts—the size of the lettering on the package may be smaller 
than where the amount in the containers is not of the standard sizes. 

The consumer, it is assumed, is less concerned about things that 
come in standard sizes than about things that run irregularly. To 
meet his demand for better information with regard to the latter is 
the problem of the New York board. Thus it insists that candy 
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cost to the uttermost copeck or yen.
